Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of rriaking and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly '^o^^f^*;^' 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrymg 

out his invention. 

2. Claims 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

It is not understood how the absolute value of the second voltage can be 
smaller than the absolute value of the first voltage as described in lines 1 8-25, 
page 12 of the specification and as recited in claims 5-6. Since the negative first 
voltage applied to the substrate and the negative second voltage applied to the 
non-select row lines are seen to be the same as -8 volts throughout the 
specification as well as in all the drawings of the present invention.
